NEW YO RK (A F) - Sitting in 
his New York apartment a few 
months ago, relaxed and waiting, 
Richard 
M, Nixon 
seemed 
slightly bemused to find himself 
once again in the race for the 
Presidency. 
He put his feet on a coffee 
table and said to a visitor. You

College. 
He advised 
them to consider one of his

Milhous Nixon, honor student, 
lawyer,

leader,

lieutenant commander in the 
Navy.

GOP 
chiefs 
quietly 
looked into Nixon’s record. This 
is what they found: 
He was born Feb. 9, 1913, in 
Yorba Linda, a tiny community 
not far from Whittier. His father 
was a small vbusinessman. As a 
schoolboy, Nixon worked as a 
ranch hand, picking beans. He 
held jobs as a janitor in a school 
a sweeper in a packing house and 
an

Hiss was 
convicted of perjury and served 
a term in prison. 
Nixon 
helped 
draft 
the 
TaftHartley law which President 
Truman opposed. The law was 
passed over Truman’s veto. 
Next, Nixon plunged into 
the 
controversy 
that erupted 
when 
Truman 
stripped Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur of his Far 
Eastern commands in 1961. Nixon 
sponsored 
a 
resolution 
of 
confidence in MacArthur. 
He had been in Washington 
only six years when he was 
suddenly 
catapulted 
into 
national politics. Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower became the GOP 
nominee for President in 1952. He 
asked 
the 
delegates 
to 
the 
national convention to nominate 
Nixon 
for vice president by 
acclamation. They did. 
Nixon, at 39, became the 
second youngest vice president 
in history. John C. Breckenridge 
was 35 when he was elected as 
James Buchanan’s vice president. 
But before the election,

unwelcome headlines when the

The speech kept Nixon on 
the ticket. 
Eisenhower made greater use 
of his vice president than any 
other previous chief executive. 
He sent Nixon as his emissary to

countries.

Caracas, 
Venezuela, a mob smashed the 
windows of his car, endangering 
his life. In Moscow, he took on 
Soviet

Khrushchev 
in 
the 
famous 
“ Kitchen 
Debate,” 
arguing 
ideology 
in 
a 
model of an 
American kitchen at an exhibit 
in 1959. 
But nothing so enhanced 
Nixon’s prestige as the way he 
h a n d l e d 
h i m s e l f 
a f t e r 
Eisenhower was stricken by a 
heart attack on Sept. 25, 1955. 
Nixon said later:

Exhausted

defeat, Nixon appeared before 
about IOO reporters and the TV 
cameras after the election and 
said, bitterly, “ You won’t have 
Nixon to kick around any longer 
because, gentlemen, this is my 
last press conference.”

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Numerous commentators wrote 
his political obituary.

his meteoric political career. 
Agnew, who celebrates his 
49th birthday just four days after 
his 
election, 
was 
born 
into 
prosperity. 
His father was a successful 
restaurateur and leader in the 
Greek community who lived in a 
fashionable suburb of Baltimore. 
During Agnew’s early years, 
the family was never wanting 
and his only complaint was his 
sensitivity 
about 
his 
Greek 
heritage 
when 
neighborhood 
children 
referred 
sensitivity 
about his Greek heritage when 
neighborhood children referred 
to him “ as that Greek up the 
street.” 
As he grew older, however 
his sensitivity changed to pride 
in his Greek extract on, and he 
likes to recall that he refused to 
permit his campaign managers to 
drop his surname of “ Spiro” and 
bill him under his nickname of 
“ Ted” when he ran for executive 
of Baltimore county in 1962. 
But 
despite 
his 
ethnic 
background, he was raised in the 
Episcopal Church and cannot 
speak a word of Greek. 
With 
the depression came 
financial ruin for the Agnew 
family. The senior Agnew lost 
his restaurant, sold the family 
home for more meager quarters 
and the future vice president was 
pressed into service after school 
to help his father sell vegetables. 
“ My father used to have to 
get up at 3 o’clock in the 
morning so he could be at the 
wholesale 
market 
when 
the 
farmers 
brought 
in 
their 
produce,” Agnew says. 
“ Those were not easy times 
and I sometimes wonder how 
my mother managed.” 
But manage they did, and 
eventually 
financial 
fortune 
again smiled and Agnew was able 
to enter the Johns Hopkins 
University where he majored in 
chemistry. 
He struggled to maintain his 
average for three years before his 
grades hit the skids and he 
realized that “ science just was 
not my calling.”

Baltim o re’s 
evening law school and took a 
job 
during 
the 
day at the 
Maryland casualty company, an 
insurance firm. 


It was there that he met 
Elinor Isabel Judefind, daughter 


of a Baltimore chemist who was 
to become his bride. 
‘ Ile says he tripped over me 
in the file room,” she explains to 
those who ask how they met. 
Ironically, both had attended 
Forest Park High School and 
lived in the same neighborhood, 
but their paths did not cross 
until after both had graduated. 
A December wedding was 
planned, but Pearl Harbor came 
first and Agnew, with millions of 
other Americans, was plunged 
into World War II. 
The couple finally wed on 
May 27, 1942, just three days after 
Agnew’s graduation from Army 
officers candidate school.

He was appointed minority 
member of the county’s board 
of zoning appeals in 1957 and 
later became its chairman. 
It was his ouster by the 
Dem ocra tic-controlled 
county 
council in 1961 that prompted 
him to run for county executive 
a year later, and he won handily. 
Four years later, in 1966, he 
ran for governor and won by a 
margin of nearly 82,000 votes 
d e s p i te 
M a r y l a n d ’s 
3-1 
Democratic registration. 
Ironically, 
his election as 
county executive and governor 
were 
made 
possible 
by

coalition of Republicans, liberal 
Democrats and Negro voters. 
Yet his campaign for the vice 
presidency has been beset with 
continuing 
criticism 
from 
liberals and Negroes, who now 
c o n s i d e r

As county executive, Agnew 
pushed through a broad, local 
public accommodations statute 
—one of the first in the nation to 
be adopted on a county level. 
As governor, he sponsored

open-housing bill, the first below 
the Mason-Dixon line; was the 
first 
chief 
executive 
in 
Maryland’s history to appoint a 
Negro to his personal staff, and 
was responsible for repeal of the 
s t a t e ’ s 
c e n t u r i e s - o l d 
antimiscegenation law. 
Agnew 
contends 
that 
he 
hasn’t 
changed that 
he 
has 
stood still while others have 
moved more to the left. 
But there are those who 
insist 
his 
attitude 
has gone 
through a metomorphosis that 
solidified on April ll, 1968 after 
the Baltimore riots. 
It was on that day that he 
chastised 
moderate 
Negro 
leaders in his Baltimore office 
for not speaking out against 
black extremists as he himself 
has spoken out against white 
extremists. 
“ Instead, you ran,” he told 
them. 
Most of them walked out. 
In his campaign, the governor 
insisted he is “ for civil rights but 
against civil disobedience.” 
In a year of violent student 
disorders, city riots and a rising 
c rim e 
rate, 
Agnew 
has 
h a m m e r e d 
h a r d 
a n d 
continuously 
on .his favorite 
theme of “ law and order,” and 
many observers point to this as 
proof 
that 
he 
has 
indeed 
changed from a liberal stance to 
a more conservative one. 
He terms student dissidents 
“ basically parasitic. They have 
never done a productive thing in 
their 
lives. 
They 
take their 
tactics from Fidel Castro and 
their money from daddy.” 
And if they don’t like it here, 
he tells them to “ get on the first 
cattle boat to North Vietnam.” 
He 
prom ised 
that 
a 
Nixon-Agnew 
administration 
would bring an end to civil 
disobedience of any kind and 
“ the courtship to irresponsible 
dissent. 
“ I am frank to say that while 
I sympathize with the fact that a 
law which is later construed as 
being unconsitutional by a court 
as not a law that must be 
followed, I submit nonetheless 
that there are procedures that

without breaking it,” he says. 
Opponents also pointed to a 
variety of other remarks which 
they said proved Agnew to be 
rigidly 
conservative.

Hubert H. Humphrey, whom he 
said was “ soft on communism,” 
and his ethnic reference—once 
when he called persons of Polish 
descent 
“ Polacks” and 
again 
when he termed a reporter of 
Japanese ancestory as a “ fat 
Jap.” 


But Agnew says he remains 
the liberal Republican who drew 
the liberal voters to his side in 
1962 and 1966. 
“ My whole record, my whole 
life is a rebuttal and a refuation 
of the kind of things that are 
being said about me,” he says.

specific reasons, most Detroit

Dr. I ee Stevenson, of the Ford 
Hospital staff and chairman of 
the m aternal welfare committee 
of Wayne County Medical Society, 
is one of these. 
He thinks a state law regulat­ 
ing visitors in the delivery room 
is needed. 
“ Generally, a doctor needs the 
freedom to do what must be done

asks Dr. Ethelene J. Crockett, 
who recently retire d from p ri­ 
vate practice to become director 
of the m asternal and infant care 
clinic at Crittenton Hospital.

Crockett says. “ This is one of 
the reasons we’ve been able to 
cut down on m aternity deaths.

TTie origin of the 
custom of setting aside a time of 
thanks to God is lost in the mists 
o f time. Scripture tells us that 
Noah, delivered from the flood, 
erected an altar to the Lord on 
the

of Ararat (Genesis 
8 :2 0 ). 
T here 
are 
repeated 
references 
to 
expressions 
of 
thanksgiving from the patriarchs, 
judges and kings of Israel in Old 
Testament times. In the New 
Testament Gospel of salvation, 
thanksgiving (eucharistia) is a 
major response of the believer to 
the unmerited Grace of God. 
During the Christian era it was 
common for many nations to 
establish special days for the 
acknowledging before God o f his 
hand 
of 
blessing 
upon 
the 
people. 
In America the tradition is 
unique. What better image of 
Americans than that of a Pilgrim 
father, clad in black coat and 
burgher hat, with fowling piece 
slung over his shoulder, and wife 
and family trailing obediently in 
his 
wake, striding across the 
wintry New England landscape? 
That the Pilgrims initiated Uncle 
Sam ’s concept of Thanksgiving 
Day 
is 
beyond 
dispute; 
but 
getting at the historical data is a 
a ‘‘negative income tax.”

“God be praised, we had a 
good increase of Indian come, 
and our barley indifferent good. 
But our peas not worth the 
gathering . . . Our harvest being 
gotten in, our governor sente 
four men out fowling, that so we 
might, 
after

manner, rejoyce together . . . 
NINETY GUESTS 
FOR DINNER 
“These four, in one day, 
killed as much fowl as, with a 
little help besides, served the 
company 
almost 
a 
week, at 
which 
time, 
amongst 
other 
recreations, 
we exercised our 
armes, 
many 
of 
the Indians 
coming amongst us, and amongst 
the 
rest 
their 
greatest 
king, 
Massasoit, 
with 
some 
ninety 
men, whom, for three days we 
entertained 
and 
feasted; and 
they went out and killed five 
deer, which they brought to the 
plantation . . . 
“ And, although 
it is not 
always so plentiful as it was at 
this time with us, yet, by the 
goodness of God, we are so fan- 
from wante, that we wish you 
partakers of our plentie.” 
It was apparently a jubilant 
and 
prayerful 
time. 
The 
90 
unexpected 
braves 
may 
have 
prompted a brief flurry among 
the cooks, but it is likely the 
industrious Pilgrim women were 
anticipating 
almost 
anything 
from 
Massasoit. 
During 
the 
Indians’ first visit to Plymouth, 
Squanto had called down from a 
knoll, “Welcome, Englishmen,” 
which, of course, astounded the 
Pilgrims 
Squanto 
had 
been 
captured by an English raider 
seven years earlier and sold into 
.slavery in Spain, escaping to 
London and then back to his 
people 
in 
1619 
After 
that 
greeting, 
nothing 
the

W am panoags 
said 
or 
did 
surprised the white men. 
Did they have “ turkey and 
trim m inp”? 
The 
long-legged 
wild 
“Turkies” 
amazed 
the 
Pilgrims with their speed afoot 


in the woods, and it is probable 
( a lth o u g h , 
ag a in , 
ex perks 
disagree) that some were shot 
and 
stuffed 
with 
beechnuts. 
Cranberries? 
The 
neighboring 
bogs were peppered with the 
fruit but it is doubtful that the 
settlers had contemplated eating 
them. 
In the days of thanksgiving 
the young colonists and natives 
contended in races and feats of 
strength and agility. Clever Miles 
Standish saw fit to hold several 
military 
reviews, 
perhaps 
to 
sh o w 
th e 
Indian 
what 
a 
formidable foe the Englishman 
could be if provoked. 
The celebration was a great 
success, 
warmly 
satisfying to 
body and soul alike, so the 
Pilgrims tried it again in 1622. In 
1623 the observance began with 
a subdued tone, for it was a time 
of drouth. But during a time of 
prayer the rains fell, and turned

Few Americans understand the role ridicule has played in 
revolts. 
The lesson was brought home to this reporter by an old 
Vietnamese song writer Ho Chi Minh sent into the hamlets of 
North and South Vietnam in the early 1950s, singing and 
teaching ditties that mocked the French with biting effect. 
The current revolt against Mao Tse-tung was spearheaded 
by historical novels which parodied Mao and his government. 
Much of the Mother Goose we read as children was written 
a few hundred years back to ridicule—and destroy—leaders 
in England’s Establishment. 
Some scholars insist the buffoonery in Shakespeare’s plays 
was aimed at destroying certain high-placed power groups. 
The same techniques were used by Ariwara Narihira in 
ancient Japan. 
Any insurgent knows that to succeed he must destroy, or 
take over, whatever Establishment he faces. First, he must 
weaken society’s means of exeriting power against him— 
its police, armies, traditions, courts, schools, legislative 
bodies. This much is obvious. 
If insurgents have the strength, this destruction or take­ 
over can be accomplished by armed force, infiltration or the 
ballot. Most insurgencies don’t have this power. 
That’s where ridicule comes in. 
Ridicule can do terrible things to an institution, make peo­ 
ple grow less confident in its worth and its strength. Sincere 
citizens then begin to reject it. Weak-hearted opponents gain

Few Americans understand the role ridicule has played in 
revolts. 
The lesson was brought home to this reporter by an old

The current revolt against Mao Tse-tung was spearheaded 
by historical novels which parodied Mao and his government. Tidwell 
Much of the Mother Goose we read as children was written 
a few hundred years back to ridicule—-and destroy—leaders 
in England's Establishment. 
Some scholars insist the buffoonery in Shakespeare’s plays 
was aimed at destroying certain high-placed power groups. 
The same techniques were used by Ariwara Narihira in 
ancient Japan. 
Any insurgent knows that to succeed he must destroy, or 
take over, whatever Establishment he faces. First, he must 
weaken society’s means of exeriting power against him— 
its police, armies, traditions, courts, schools, legislative 
bodies. This much is obvious. 
If insurgents have the strength, this destruction or take­ 
over can be accomplished by armed force, infiltration or the 
ballot. Most insurgencies don’t have this power. 
That’s where ridicule comes in. 
Ridicule can do terrible things to an institution, make peo­ 
ple grow less confident in its worth and its strength. Sincere 
citizens then begin to reject it. Weak-hearted opponents gain 
the courage to resist. 
Part of the task of making a man—or an Establishment— 
look pumpkin-headed is to egg him (or it) into reactions that 
appear silly or “stupid” to the public (or television audi­ 
ences). Thus the foul language, the use of urine bombs and 
some of the vague “threats” to assassinate high officials. 
A police force everyone laughs at isn’t effective. Neither is 
a candidate or legislative body made to appear bumbling. 
People begin to doubt officials, candidates, college presi­ 
dents or congressional bodies who can’t keep “a bunch of 
kids” in order. It’s worse when the “kids” make the whole 
procedure look like something out of a late-late show comedy.

The U.N. peacekeeping force 
tried to destroy one pocket of 
freedom in the Congo when it 
moved in to “ restore” order. 
Frequent disunity has preceded 
and followed the entry of U.N. 
peacekeeping in the Suez crisis 
and the Caza strip dispute, as 


well as the Congo. In 1950, by

peace efforts the United Nations
